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“hope' to be remembered in the foreft, 
upon the turf; and in the field. I 
fhall not enter I:cre into any detail 
of my ftables, kennel, or armoury, 


but a favourite dog of mine IJ cannot 
help mentioning to you. It was a 
greyhound. J! never had or faw a 
bettet one. He grew old in my fer- 
vice, and was not remarkable for his 
fize, but ratuer for his uncommon 
fwiftnefs. always courfed with 
him. Had you feem him, you muft 
Rave admired him, and would not 
have wondered at my predil<ction, 
and at my courfing: him fo much. 
He run fo faft, fo much, and fo long 
in. my fervice, that he a@tually run

I was at 
Count Przobosfky’s noble country 
feat in Lithuania, and remained 
with the ladies at tea, in the draw- 
ing-room, while the gentlemen were 
down in the yard, to fee a young 
horfe of blood, which was juft ar- 
rived from the ftud. We fuddenly 
heard a noife of diftrefs - I haftened 
down ftairs, and found the horfe 
unruly, that nobody durft approach 
or mounthin. The moft refolute 
horfemen ftood difimayed and aghatft: 
defpondency was expreffed in every 
countenance, when, in one leap, I 
was on his back, took him. by fur. 
prize, and worked him quite into 
gentienels and obediense, with the

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eft difplay of horfemanfhip I was 
mafter of. Fully to fhew this to the 
ladies, and fave them unneceffary 
trouble, I forced him to leap in at

TIEN I was in the fervice of 
the Turks I frequently amufed 
myfelf in a pleafure barge on the 
| Marmora, which commands a view 


of 
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of the whole city of. Conftantinople, 
including the Grand Seignior’s Se- 
raglio. One. morning, as I was 
admiring the beauty and ferenity 
of the fky, I obferved a globular. 
fubftance in the air, which appeared 
to be about the fize. of-a twelve- 
inch-globe, with fomething fufpend- 
ed from it.. I immediately took up 
my largeft and longeft barrel fowl- 
ing-piece, which I never travel or. 
make even an excurfion without,.if 
I can help it; I charged it with 
ball, and fired it at the globe, but 
to no purpofe ; the object was at too 
preat a diftance; I then put in a 
double quantity of powder, and five 
or fix balls; this fecond attempt 
fucceeded ;

fucceeded; all the balls took effec, 
and tore one fide open, and brought 
it down. Judge my furprize, when 
a moft elegant gilt car, with a man 
in. it, and part of a theep, which 
feemed to have been roafted, fel! 
within two yards of me: when my 

aftonifhment had in fome degree fub- 
Uided, I ordered my people to row 
, Clofe to this ftrange aerial traveller, 


_ I took him on board my barge; 
“(he was a native of F rance) he was

When I told him the buildings juft | 
before us were the Grand Seignior’s 
Seraglio at Conftantinople, he feem- | 
ed exceedingly affected, as he had 
fuppofed himfelf-in a very different 
fituation. ‘* The caufe, added he, 
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of my long flight, was owing to 
the failure of a ftring which was

The Grand Seignior, to whom I 
was introduced by the Imperial, 
Ruffian, and French ambaffadors, 
employed me to negociate a matter 
_ of great importance at Grand Cairo, 
| and which was of fuch a nature, that 
it muft ever remain a fecret. 


I went there in great ftate by land, 
| where having completed the bufinefs, 
I difmiffed almoft all my attendants, 
} and returned like a private gentle- 
man: the weather was delightful, 
and that famous river the Nile was 
| beautiful beyond all defcription; in 
| I fhort, 
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fhort, I was tempted to hirea barge, 
to defcend by water to Alexandria. 
On the third day of my voyage the 


river began to rife moft amazingly, 


(you have all heard, I prefume, of the 
annual overflowing of the Nile) and 
on the next day it fpread the whole 
country for many leagues on each 
fide! On the fifth, at fun-rife, my 
barge became entangled with what 
I at firft took for fhrubs, but as the 
light became ftronger, I found my- 
felf furrounded by almonds, which 
were perfectly ripe, and in the 
higheft perfection *; upon plumbing 
with a line, my people found we were 
at leaft fixty feet from the ground, 
and unable to advance or retreat;

about eight or nine o’clack, as neat 
as I could judge by the altitude of 
the fun, the wind rofe fuddenly, and 
canted our barge on one fide; here 
fhe filled, and I faw no more of her 
for fome time; fortunately we alj 
faved ourfelves (fix men and two 
boys) by clinging to the tree, the 
boughs of which were equal to 
our weight, though not to that of 
the barge: in this fituation we con- 
tinued. fix weeks and three days, 


living upon the almonds! I need 
not inform you we had plenty of 
water. On the forty-fecond day of 
our diftrefs, the water fell as rapidly 
| ‘as it had rifen, and on the forty-fixth 


we were able to venture down upon 
Ive terra 
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terra firma. Our barge was the firft 
pleafing object we faw, about .two 
hundred yards from the 4pot where 
fhe funk, After drying every thing 
that was ufeful by the heat of the 
fun, and loading ourfelves with ne- 
ceffaries from the ftores on board» 
we fet out to recover our loft ground, 
and found. by the neareft calcula- 
tion, we had been carried over far- 
den-walls, and variety of inclofures, 
above 150 miles. In four days, 
after a very tirefome journey on foot; 
with thin floes, we reached the river, 
which was now confined to its banks, 
related our adventures to a bey, 
who kindly accommodated. all our 
wants, and fent us forward in a 


barge 


barge of his own. In fix days more 
: we arrived at Alexandria, where we 
| took fhipping for Conftantinople. I 
| was received kindly by the Grand 
; Seignior, had the honour of feeing 
| the feraglio, to which his Highnefs 
| introduced me himfelf, and pre- 
| fented me with as many ladies, his 
wives. not excepted, as I thought 
proper to felect for my own amufe- 
ment, and half a dozen friends alfo. 
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a vifit during the fiege of Gib- 
raltar to his old friend General 
Elliot.—Sinks a Spanifh man of 
qwar.-~Wares an old woman on 
the African coat. — Deftroys all 
the enemy's cannon; frightens the 
Count d’ Artois, and fends him to 
Paris: — Saves the lives of two

‘Sy panies the late stEGE of 
J GIBRALTAR [I went with a pro- 
vifion-fleet under Lorp Ropney’s 

. command 
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command to fee my old friend Ge-= 
NERAL Eviiot, who has, by his 
diftinguifhed defence of that place, 
acquired laurels that can never fade. 
-After the ufual joy which generally 


ee ee eee 


attends the meeting of old friends 
had fubfided, I went to examine the 
-ftate of the garrifon, and view the 
| operations of the enemy, for which a 
| purpofe the General accompanied i! 
me. J had brought a moft excel- I 
lent refracting telefcope with me 
from London, purchafed of Dol- 
land, by the help of which I found 4 
‘the enemy were going to difcharge | 
La thirty- fix pounder at the fpot ' 

where we ftood. I told the. General HH 
| what they were about; he looked it

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throuch the glafs alfo, and found > 
my conjectures right. I immedi- 
ately, by his permiffion, ordered a 
forty-eight pounder to be brought 
from a neighbouring battery, which 
I placed with fo much exactnefs 
(having long ftudied the art of gun- 
nery) that I was fure of my mark. 


I continued watching the enemy till 
I faw the match placed at the touch- 
hole of their piece ; at that very in- 
ftant I gave the fignal for our gun to 
be fired alfo. About midway be- 
tween the two pieces of cannon the 
balls ftruck each other with amazing 
force, and the effect was aftonifhing! 
The enemy’s ball recoiled back with 
fuch 


( 


‘fuch violence as to kill the man who 


had difcharged it, by carrying his 
head fairly off, with fixteen others, 
which it met with in its progrefs to 
the Barnary coast, where its force, 


after paffing through three mafts of 


vefiels that then Jay in a line behind 
-each other in the harbour, was fo 
“much fpent, that it only broke its 
way through the roof of a poor la- 
bourer’s hut, about two hundred 
yards inland, and deftroyéd the few 
| teeth an old woman had left, who lay 
}afleep upon her back with her mouth 
open; the ball lodged in her throat: 


her hufband foon after came home, 
and endeavoured to extrac it, but

finding that impracticable, by the 
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affiftance of arammer he forced it 
into her ftomach, from whence it was 
difcharged downwards in a natural 
way. Our ball did excellent fervice, 
for it not only repelled ‘the other in 
the manner jult deferibed, but pro- 
ceeding as I intended it fhould, it 
difmounted the very piece of cannon 
that had been juft employed againit 
us, and forced it into the hold of the 
fhip, where it fell with fo much force 
as to break its way through the bot- 
tom. The fhip immediately filled 
and funk, with above a thoufand 
Spanifh tailors on board, befides 


a conftderable number of foldiers. 
This, to be'fure, was a moft extra- 
1 


ordinary exploit: I will not, how- 
every 
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ever, take the whole merit to my= 


felf; my judgment was the princi- 
: pal engine, but chance affifted me a 
little; for I afterwards found, that 
-the man who charged our forty- 


eight pounder put in, by miftake, a 
double quantity of powder, elfe we 
could never have fucceeded fo much 
beyond all expectation, efpecially in 
repelling the enemy’s ball. 


General Elliot would have given 
me a commiffion for this fingular 
piece of fervice, but I declined every 
thing, except his thanks, which I re- 
ceived at a crowded table of officers 
at fupper on the evening of that 


a 
| very day. 
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As I am very partial tothe Enelifh, 
who are beyond all doubt a ‘brave 
people, I determined not to take my 


leave of the garrifon till I had ren- 


dered them another piece of fervice; 
and in about ‘three weeks an oppor- 
tunity prefented itfelf. I dreffed my- 
felf in the habit of a Popi/b Prieft, and 
at about one o’clock in the morn- | 
ing ftole out of the parrifon, pafled | 
the enemy’s lines, and arrived in the | 
middle of their camp, where I en- 
tered the tent in which the Prince | 
d’Artois was, with the commander 
in chief, and feveral other officers, 
in deep council, concerting a plan 
to ftorm the garrifon next morning. 
My difguife was my protection; they 

fuffered 
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tuffered me to continue there, hear- 


ing every thing that paffed, till they. 


went to their feveral beds; when I 


| found the whole camp, and even 


the centinels, were wrapped up in 
the arms of Morpheus, I began my 
work, which was that of difmiount- 
ing all their cannon (above three 
hundred pieces) from forty-eight to 
twenty-four pounders, and throwing 
them three leagtes into the fea. 
Having no affiftance, I found this the 
hardeft tafk I ever undertook, except 
{wimming to the oppofite fhore with 
the famous Turkifh piece of ord- 


nance, defcribed by Baron de Torr | 


in his Memoirs, which I fhall here- 
after mention, I then piled all the 
K carriages 
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carriages together in the centre of 


the camp, which, to prevent the noife 
of the wheels being heard, I car- 
ried in pairs under my arms; and 
a noble appearance they made, as 
high at leaft as the rock of Gib- 
raltar. J then lighted a match, by 
ftriking a flint-ftone, fituated twen- 
ty feet from the ground, (in an old 
wall, built by the Moors, when they 
invaded Spain,) with the breech of 
an iron eight-and-forty pounder, and 
fo fet fire to the whole pile. I forgot 
¢o inform you, that I threw all their 
ammunition wagegons upon the top. 


Before I applied the lighted match, 
I had laid the combuftibles at the 
dottom, 
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bottom, fo judicioufly, that the 
whole was in a blaze in a moment. 
To prevent fufpicion, I was one of 
the firft to exprefs. my furprize, 
The whole camp was, as you may 
imagine, petrified with aftonifh- 
ment; the general conclufion was, 
that their centinels had been bribed, 
and that feven or eight regiments of 
the garrifon had been employed in 
this horrid deftruction of their artil- 
lery. Mr. Drinkwater, imhis account 
of this famous fiege, mentions the 
enemy fuftaining a great lofs by a fire, 
which happened jn their ‘camp, but 
never knew the caufe: how fhould 
he? as I never divulged it before, 
(though I alone faved Gibraltar, by 


K 2 this 
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this night’s bufinefs): not even te 
General Eliott. The count D’ Ar. 
tois, and all his attendants, ran a~ 
way in their fright, and never ftop- 
ped on the road till they reached 
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Paris, which they did in about a 


fortnight; this dreadful conflagration 
had fuch an effect upon them, that 
they were incapable of taking the 
leaft refrefhment for three months 


after, but cameleon-like, lived upon

About two months after I had 
done the befieged this fervice, one 
morning, as I fat at breakfaft: with 
General Eliott, a fhell (for I had 
not time to deftroy their mortars, as 
well as their cannon) entered the 


apartment we were fitting in; it lod- 


ged upon our table; the general, 
as moft’ mem would do, quitted: the 
room directly, but I took it up be- 


fore it burft, and carried it to the 


top’of the rock, when: looking over 
the enemy’s camp, on’ an: eminence 
near the fea-coaft, I: obferved a con- 
fiderable number of people, but 
could'not, with my naked eye, dit- 


cover how they were employed. I 


had recourfe again to my telefcope; 
Ka when 
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when I found that two of our offi- 
cers, one a general, the other a co- 
Jonel, with whom I had fpent the 
preceding evening, and who went 
out into the enemy’s camp about 
midnight. as fpies, were taken, and 
then were actually goine to be ex- 
ecuted on a gibbet. I found the 
diftance too great to throw the fhell 


with my hand, but moft fortunately 


recollecting that I had the very fling 
in my pocket, which affifted David 
in flaying Goliah, I placed the fhell 
in it, and immediately threw it in 
the midft of them; it burft as it fell, 
and deftroyed all prefent, except 
the two culprits, who were faved 
by being fufpended fa high, for 

they 
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they were juft turned off; however, 
one of the pieces of the fhell few 
with fuch force againft the foot of 
the gibbet, that it immediately 
brought it down. Our two friends 
no fooner felt terra firma, than they 
looked about for the caufe, and 
finding their guards, executioner and 
all, had taken it in their heads to 
die firft, they direétly extricated 
each other from their difgraceful 
cords, and then ran down to the fea

occafioned. He now got upon his 
back, and drove him into the fea;

When the centinel at Windfor- 
caftle heard St. Paul’s clock {ftrike 
thirteen, it was through my dexte-:

This fbterraneous apartment was 
her kitchen, parlour, and bedcham- 
ber.

I now in my turn began to en= 
quire where they were bound? to 
which they anfwered, they were in

fearch of new difcoveries, and if 
my {tory was true, they fhould not 
return difappointed. We were now 
exactly in Captain Cook’s firft track, 
and arrived the next morning in Bo- 
tany Bay. This place I would by 
no means recommend to the Englifh 
government as a receptacle for fe- 
lons, or place of punifhment; it 
fhould rather be the reward of merit, 
nature having moft bountifully be- 
ftowed her beft gifts upon it. 


We ftaid here but three days; the 
fourth after our departure, a. moft 
dreadful ftorm arofe, which ina few 
hours deftroyed all our fails, fplin- 
tered our bowfprit, and brought 
down our top-maft; it fell directly 
upon 
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upon the box that inclofed our com- 
pafs, which, with the compafs, was 
roken to pieces. Every one who 
has been at fea knows the confe- 


quence of fuch a lofs.. We now 


knew not whefe to fteer; at length 
the ftorm abated, which was fol- 
lowed by a fteady, brifk gale, which 
carried us at leaft forty knots an 
hour for three months, when we 
began to obferve an amazing change 
in every thing about us; our fpirits 
became light, our nofes were re- 
galed with the moft aromatic ef- 
fluvia imaginable; the fea alfo had 
changed its complexion, and from 
ereen became white!! Soon after 


| this wonderful change we faw land, 
}and not at any great diftance an 


inlet, 
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mlet, which we failed up near fix 
leacues, and found it wide and 
deep, flowing with milk of the moft 
delicious tafte. Here we landed, 
and foon found it was an ifland con- 
fifting of one large cheefe; we dif 
covered this by one of the company 
fainting away as foon as is landed ; 
this man always had an averfion to 
cheefe; when he aber he de- 
fired the cheefe to be taken from 
under his feet; wpon examination 
we found him perfectly right, for the ’ 
whole ifland, as before obferved, 
was nothing but a cheefe of immenfe 
magnitude! Upon this the inhabi- 
tants principally fuftained themfelves, 
and it grew every night, in proportion 
as It was confumed every day. Here 
| feemed 


feemed to be plenty. of vines with 
bunches of largegrapes, which, upon 
being prefled, yielded nothing but 
milk. Here we faw the inhabitants 
running races upon the furface of 
the milk; they were upright, comely 
figures, nine feet high, had three 
legs, and but one arm; upon the 
whole, their form was graceful, and 
they exercifed a ftrait horn, which 
erew in adults from the centre of 
their foreheads, with great adroit- 
nefs; they did not fink at all, ran 
and walked upon the furface of the 
milk as we do upon a bowling- 
green. 


Upon this ifland, or cheefe, grew 
great plenty of’corn, the ears of 
which 
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which produced loaves of bread 
ready made, in the tops like mufh- 
rooms. We difcovered in our 
rambles over this cheefe feven other 
rivers of milk, and two of wine. 


After fixteen days journey we ar- 
rived on the oppofite fide to that 
on which we landed; here we 
found fome blue mould, as cheefe- 
eaters call it, from whence fprung 
all kinds of rich fruit; inftead of 
breeding mites, it produced peaches, 
neétarines, apricots, and a thoufand 
delicious forts which we are not 
acquainted with. In _thefe: trees, 
which are of an’ amazing fize, were 
plenty of birds nefts ; amongft others 
was a king-fifher’s of prodigious 
| bignefs ;

bignefs, it was at leaft five times 
the circumference of the dome of 
St. Paul’s church: in London ; upon 
infpectiony this’ neft was made of 
huge-trees, curioufly joined toge- 
ther; there were at leaft; let me fee, 
(for 1 make it a rule always to [peak 
within compa/s,) there were at leaft 


five hundred eges in this neft, and 


each of them was as large as a com- 


mon hogfhead or two barrels, and 


‘we could not only fee, but hear the 
young ones chirping within. Having, 


with great fatigue, cut open one 
of thefe eges, we let out a younge 
one unfeathered, confiderable larger _ 
than twenty full-crown vultures. 
Juft as we had given this youngfter 

9 his 
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his liberty, the old king-fither Jight- 


ed, and feizing our Captain in 
one of his claws, flew with him a- 
bove a mile high, beating him vig- 
lently with her wings, and then let 
him drop into the fea. 


All Dutchmen fwim well; he 
foon joined us, and we retreated to 
our fhip. On our return we took 
a different route, and obferved many 
itrange objects. We. fhot two 
wild oxen, each with one horn, 
which {prouted from between the 
eyes of thefe animals; we were 
afterwards concerned at having de- 
ftroyed them, as we found, by in- 
quiry, the inhabitants tamed thefe 
creatures, 
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creatures, and ufed them as we do 
horfes, to ride upon and draw their 
carriages; their flefh, we were in- 
formed, is excellent, but ufelefs 
where people live upon cheefe and 
milk. When we had reached with- 
in two days journey of the fhip, 
we obferved three men hanging to a 
tall tree by the heels; upon inquiring 
the caufe of their punifhment, I 
found they had all been travellers, 
and upon their return home had de- 
ceived their friends, by defcribing 
places they never faw, and relating 
things tat never happened; this 
eave me no concern, as 1 have ever 
confined mmyfelf to faéts. 
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A 5 tC0On as Wwe arrived at the LID, 


we unmoored and {fet fail from this 
extraordinary country, when, to our 
attonifhment, all the. trees upon 
hore, of which there were a great 
number very tall and large, paid 
their refpects to us twice, all bew- 
ing to exact time, and immediately 


recovered their former pofture,which: 


was quite erect, 


After failing three days we knew 
not where, being ftill without com- 
pals, we arrived in a fea which ap- 
peared to be almoft black ; upon 
tafting it, we found it was moft ex- 
cellent wine, and had great diffi- 
culty to keep the failors from get- 


ting 
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ting drunk with it; however, in 
a few hours we found ourfelves ~fur- 
rounded by whales and other ani- 
mals of an immenfe magnitude; 
one of which appeared to ‘be too 
large for the eye to form a judg- 
ment of. We did not fee him till 
we were clofe to him; this monfter 
drew our fhip, with all her. mafts 
{tanding, and fails bent,. by fuction; 
into’ its mouth between its teeth ; 
his teeth were much larger than the 
matt of a firft-rate’ man: of war. 
After we had been in his mouth 
fome time, he opened it pretty wide, 
took in an immenfe quantity of 
water, and floated our veffel, which 
was at leaft soo tons burthen, inte 

3 his 
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his ftomach; here we lay as quiet 
as at anchor in a dead calm. The 
air, to be fure, was rather warm, 
and very offenfive. We found an- 
chors, cables, boats, barges, and 
a confiderable number of fhips, 
jiome laden and fome not, which 
this creature had fwallowed. Every 
thing was tranfacted by torch-light, 
no fun, no moon, no planet, to 
make obfervations from. We were 
all generally a-float and a-ground 
twice a-day. Whenever he drank, 
it became high. flood with us, and 
whenever he made water, we found 
ourlelves a-ground ; upon a mo- 
derate computation, whenever he 
drank he took in more water 
than 
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than 1s generally to be fourid'in the 
Lake of Geneva, though that is 
above thirty miles in circumference. 
On the fecond day of our confine- 
ment in theie regions of darknefs, I 
ventured at low-water, as we called 
it, when the fhip was a-ground, to 
ramble with the Captain, and a few 
of the-other officers, with lights in 
our hands; we met with people of 
all nations, to the amount of up- 
wards of ten thoufand; they were go- 
ine to hold a council how to recover 
their liberty; fome of them having 
lived in this animal’s ftomach feveral 
years. Juft as the chairman was go-~ 
ing to inform us of the bufinefs upon 
which we were affembled, this pla- 


guy 
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guy fifh becoming thirfty, drank in 


his ufual manner : the water poured 
in with fuch impetuofity, that we 
were all obliged to retreat to our 
re{pective fhips immediately, or run 
the rifque of being drowned ; fome 
were obliged to fwim for it, and 
with difficulty faved their lives. In 
a few hours after, we were more for- 
tunate ; we met again juft after the 
monfter had evacuated. I was cho- 
fen chairman, and propofed fplicing 
two main-mafts together; and the 
next time he opened his mouth, to 
be ready to wedge them in, {fo as to 
prevent his fhutting it. It was ap- 
proved of. One hundred ftout men 
were chofen upon this fervice. We 
had 
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had fcarcely got our mafts pro- 


perly prepared, when an opportuni- 


ty offered; the monfter ison his 


mouth, when the top of the maft was 


placed againft the roof, and the other 
end prerced his tongue, which effec- 
tually prevented him from :fhutting 
his mouth. As foon ds every thing in 
his ftomach was afloat, we manned 
a few boats, who rowed themfelves 
and us into the world. The day- 
light, after, as near as we could judge, 
a fortnight’s confinement in total 
darknefs, cheered our fpirits furprif- 
ingly. When we had all taken our 
leave of this capacious animal, we 
muftered juft a fleet of thirty-five 
fhips, of all nations, We left the two 
mafts 
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mafts in his mouth, to prevent o- 
thers being confined in the fame 
horrid gulph of darknefs and filth. 
Our firft object was to learn what | 
part of the world we were in; this —. 
we were for-fome time at a lofs to 
afcertain: at laft, I found, from 
former obfervations, that we were 
in the Cafpian Sea! which wafhes 
part of the country of the Cal- 
muck Tartars. How we came 
here, it was impoflible.to con- 
ceive, as this fea has no commu- 
nication with any other. One of the | 
tall people of the Cheefe Ifand, 
whom I had brought with me, ac- 
counted for it thus; that the mon- 
{ter, in whofe ftomach we had been fo 
long 
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long confined, had carried us here 
through fome fubterraneous paf- 
faze ; however, we pufhed to fhore; 
I was the firft who landed. Juft as 
I put my foot upon the ground, a 
large bear leaped upon me, with his 
fore-paws; I caught one in each 
hand, and f{queezed him till he cried 
out moft luftily; however, in this 
pofition I held him till I ftarved him 
to death. From hence [ travelled 
up to St. Peterfburgh a fecond time = 
here an old friend gave me a moft 
excellent pointer, defcended from 
the famous bitch before-mentioned, 
that littered while fhe was hunting 
a hare. I had the misfortune to 
have 
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have him fhot foon after by a blun- 
dering fportiman, who fired at him 
inftead of a covey of a partridges 
which he had fet... Of this crea- 
tute’s fkin I have had this -waift- 
coat made; (fhewing ‘his waiftcoat,) 
which always leads me involun- 
tarily to game if I walk in the fields 
inithe proper feafon; and, when 
I come within fhot, one of the but- 
tons confiantly flies off, and lodges 
upon the [pot where the fport is; 
and, as they rife, being always primed 
and: cocked, I) never mifs them. 
Here are now but three buttons left. 
J thall- have a new fet fewed on againtt 
the fhooting feafon commences. 
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When a covey of partridges is 
difturbed in this manner, by the 
button falling amongft them, they 
always rife from the ground in a 
direct line before each other. Ione 
day, ‘by forgetting to take my ram- 
rod out of my gun, fhot’ it ftraight 
through a leafh, as regularly as if 
the cook had» fpitted: them. I had 
forgot to put in any fhot, and 
the rod had been made fo hot with 
the powder, that the birds were com= 
pletely roafted by the time I reached 
home. 


Since my arrival in England I 
have accomplifhed what I had very 
much at heart, viz. providing for 
As an 
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an inhabitant of the Cheefe Ifland, 


whom I had brought with me. My 
old friend, Sir William Chambers, 
who is entirely indebted to me 
for all his ideas of Chinefe garden- 
ing, by a defcription of which he has 
gained fuch high reputation; I fay, 
gentlemen, in a difcourfe which ] 
had with this gentleman, he feemed 
much diftreffed for a contrivance to 
light the lamps at the new buildings, 
Somerfet Houfe: the common mode 
with ladders, he obferved, was both 
dirty and inconvenient; my native 
of the Cheefe Ifland popped into my 
head; he was only nine feet high 
when I firft brought him from his 
own country, but was now increafed. 
[Oo 
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toten and a half; I introduced him 
to Sir William, and he is appointed 
to that honourable office. He is 
alfo to carry, under a large cloak, 
an utenfil in each coat.pocket, in- 
ftead of thofe which Sir William 
has fixed in fo confpicuous a fitua- 
tion in the middle of the great 
quadrangle.
